When the Israel-Syrian 
Armistice Agreement was drawn 
up it was specially pointed out 
that the dem zones 
not come under the jurisdiction 
of the MAC but are the direct 
concern of Israel and the head 
of the Truce Supervision Or- 
ganization. This fact was re- 
affirmed in a recent conversation 
between General V Bennike 


Dayan, 
and subsequently, I am inform- 
ed, reaffirmed by General Ben- 
nike in Damascus, 

The situation surrounding 
the latest incident is as follows. 
The two Syrians who were kill- 
ed on April 2% were working 
land in the demilitarized zone 
under cover of Syrian armed 
regulars or irregulars stationed 
on ts - territory nearby. 

The Syrians wished to have 
the matter raised before the 
MAC but as was refused by 
Israel pong explained. 

Syria is trying to force the 
matter inte the purview of. the 
MAC as this would give her « 
locus standi in the demilitariz- 
ed zones, where, it must again 
be emphatically stated, they 
have no such locus standi what- 
soever. These Zones are under 
complete. Igrael sovereignty. 
The U.N. has an interest in 
them to the extent of seeing 
that they are free of armed for- 
ces and fortifications. 

There was also some question 
of Israel having offered ex 
gratia compensation for the slain 
men despite the fact that their 
position was most equivocal ‘n 
view of the escort of Syrian 
srmed guards which covered 
their illegal working of the soil 
in the demilitarized zone.

Tuberculin Production Begun 


ing solved as a result of new 
laboratory work carried out in 
Tel Aviv. 

The tuberculin used in this 
country, known as P.P.D. (Puri- 
fied Protein Derivative of Tu- 
berculin), though discovered in 
the U.S.A, has here to be ob- 
tained from Britain and Holland. 
Foreign currency shortage and 
other considerations have ren- 
dered it most important that 
local needs be met in future 
from a local source. There 
were not enough technically 
trained men in Israel to under- 
take production, so the dssist- 
ance of USOM ‘(the United 
States Operations Mission) was 
invited. As a result, Dr. Win- 
slow Whitney Smith, USOM 
Biologicals Specialist with long 
years of experience ' supple- 
mented by a study in England 
of the British production me- 
thod, began work here in June 
1953. Dr, Smith ig on leave of 
absence from the Utah State 
Agricultural College where he 

professor and head of the 
department of Bacteriology 
and Public Health. 


With the two-fold. aim. of 
producing a working quantity 
of P.P.D., and training local per- 
sonnel for future production, 
Dr. Smith set up a laboratory 
in the Ministry of Agriculture's 
Veterinary Institute. in Tel 
Aviv. He works in close cooper- 
ation with Dr. Joseph van der 
Hoeden, the Director of the In- 
stitute.
